As  there  were  77  deaths,  the  natural  increase  of  the  population 
was  54  persons  for  the  year  1913. 
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For  the  year  1912,  the  increase  in  the  population  was  70  persons. 

DEATHS. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  District  was  77. 
This  gives  the  death-rate  of  1  1*79  per  1 000  of  the  population. 

From  the  accompanying  table  it  will  be  seen  that  the  highest 
death-rate  (16  08)  was  at  Madeley,  while  the  lowest  (4*29)  was  at 
Keele. 

In  1912,  the  death-rate  at  Keele  was  the  highest,  and  the  lowest 
was  at  Clayton.

iii.  Heart  failure,  accelerated  by  exertion  and  indigestion. 
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iv.  Cardiac  failure,  caused  by  exertion  in  a  person 
suffering  from  an  enlarged  and  dilated  and  fatty 
heart  and  congestion  of  stomach  and  bowels. 

Infantile  Mortality . —  The  deaths  under  one  year  registered  in  the 
District  in  1913  were  10,  equal  to  a  mortality  of  76'33  per  1000 
registered  births. 


The  net  deaths  belonging  to  the  District  under  one  year  of  age 
were  12,  equal  to  a  mortality  of  91'60  per  1000  registered  births.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  NOTIFICATION  ACT,  1889. 

The  Infectious  cases  notified  during  the  year  1913  numbered  67. 
In  the  previous  year  the  number  was  31.

Enteric  Fever. —  There  was  only  one  case  notified  during  the  year 
and  it  was  immediately  sent  to  the  North  Staffordshire  Infirmary. 

Puerperal  Septiccemia . — This  case  occurred  at  Hill  Chorlton,  and 
came  on  after  a  miscarriage.  The  doctor  in  attendance  was  not  called 
in  until  the  woman  was  practically  in  extremis,  as  she  had  been 
been  treating  herself-  She  died  very  soon. 

Erysipelas.  This  case  also  occurred  at  Hill  Chorlton,  and  the 
woman  was  very  ill,  but  recovered. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. — There  was  only  one  case  in  the  Rural 
District  during  the  year,  and  when  notified  to  me  the  child’s  age  was 
five  weeks.  The  child’s  eyes  were  soon  well,  and  she  was  able  to  see 
quite  naturally  after  treatment. 

Pulmo?iary  Tuberculosis . — Notice  of  three  cases  were  sent  to  me- 
One  was  in  a  woman  of  45  years  of  age,  and  was  recommended  to 
attend  the  North  Staffordshire  Infirmarv,  where  she  died.  There  was 
no  history  of  Tuberculosis  in  the  family. 

The  next  case  was  in  a  man  of  46  years  of  age — a  collier.  There 
was  no  Tuberculosis  in  the  family.  The  doctor  in  attendance  was 
advised  to  get  him  into  a  Sanitorium,  where  I  believe  he  was  cured. 

The  other  case  was  in  a  soldier  of  23  years  of  age,  and  was  sent 
home  from  his  regiment  in  Ireland  ;  the  Medical  Officer  in  charge 
notified  the  case  to  me.  The  man  left  Ireland,  but  did  not  get  here 
for  some  time,  as  he  stopped  with  friends  en  route.  It  was  only  after 
a  great  deal  of  trouble  that  I  examined  the  man  after  his  return.  I 
advised  him  to  go  to  a  Sanatorium,  and  made  enquiries  as  to  one.  He 
went  into  a  Sanitorium  at  Burslem  and  has  been  doing  well,  and  in 
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every  likelihood  will  completely  recover.  There  was  a  history  of 
Tuberculosis.  The  mother  had  disease  of  her  knee  joint,  and  the 
patient’s  uncle  had  died  of  consumption. 

Other  forms  of  Tuberculosis . — The  first  case  notified  was  in  an 
infant  of  11  months.  There  was  no  Tuberculosis  in  the  family.  I 
corresponded  with  the  doctor  in  attendance  as  to  the  means  of  noti¬ 
fying  Tuberculosis,  and  sent  him  the  necessary  papers,  telling  him 
how  to  go  about  it.  The  child  suffered  from  Tubercular  Peretonitis. 

The  next  case  was  a  case  of  Tuberculosis  of  the  right  knee  joint. 
The  child  had  attended  the  North  Staffordshire  Infirmary,  but 
ultimately  got  into  the  hands  of  a  bone-setter  in  Liverpool  in  whom 
the  mother  believed,  as  she  had  received  some  good  accounts  of  cases 
which  he  had  treated.  My  advice  was  absolute^  ignored,  and  she 
became  very  cross  with  me. 

The  other  case  was  notified  to  me  by  the  School  Medical  Officer, 
and  was  a  case  of  Tuberculosis  of  right  hip  joint  and  right  ankle. 
This  boy  attended  the  North  Staffordshire  Infirmary  and  had  been 
operated  on  7  times.  He  was  apparently  quite  well,  did  not  attend 
school,  but  ran  about  and  played  in  the  open  air. 

Scarlet  Fever. — There  were  13  cases  notified  to  me  during  the 
year,  against  11  cases  in  the  previous  year. 

Seven  cases  occurred  at  Betley,  one  case  at  Balterley,  one  case  at 
Keele,  and  four  at  Madeley.  All  the  cases  at  Betley  were  sent  into 
Hospital,  and  three  cases  from  Madeley  also.  All  the  cases  recovered 

Diphtheria. — There  were  44  cases  notified  in  the  District,  against 
10  cases  in  1912,  and  22  cases  in  1911. 

Forty-one  cases  occurred  in  Madeley,  two  in  Betley,  and  one  in 
Keele. 

Of  the  44  cases,  there  were  three  deaths.  One  infant,  19  months 
old,  died  at  home,  and  the  two  others  in  the  Infectious  Fever  Hospital, 
and  were  each  aged  4  years. 

The  first  cases  notified  were  in  the  Long  Row,  Madeley  Heath,  on 
7th  May,  and  were  two  in  number;  both  were  sent  to  the  Hospital  at 
Newcastle,  where  one  of  them  died.  The  next  case  which  occurred 
was  also  in  the  Long  Row,  Madeley  Heath,  and  I  received  the 
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notification  on  the  8th  June.  This  case  was  also  sent  into  Hospital. 
On  the  7th  July,  another  case  was  notified  at  Bar  Hill,  Madeley,  and 
was  sent  into  Hospital.  Another  case  was  sent  into  Hospital  on  the 
18th  August,  and  that  also  occurred  in  the  Long  Row,  Madeley  Heath. 

On  the  10th  of  next  month  an  epidemic  commenced  in  Madeley. 

The  epidemic  commenced  on  the  10th  September  in  Middle 
Madeley,  where  two  cases  were  notified  to  me.  I  went  over  the 
same  day  and  there  met  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  we  made  an 
inspection  of  the  premises  and  came  to  the  conclusion  that  there  was 
insufficient  accommodation,  and  both  cases  were  sent  into  the 
Newcastle  Infectious  Fever  Hospital ;  also  on  the  same  day,  and  after 
the  two  children  had  gone,  the  premises  were  disinfected. 

The  next  cases  notified  were  three  in  number,  six  days  afterwards, 
viz  : — on  the  16th  September.  One  being  at  Bar  Hill,  Madeley  ;  and 
one  at  a  farm  cottage  in  Madeley  occupied  by  a  farm  labourer  at  the 
Manor  Farm,  Madeley;  and  another  in  Madeley.  These  three  cases 
were  sent  into  the  Newcastle  Fever  Hospital  as  the  accommodation 
was  insufficient. 

The  father  of  the  child  at  the  Manor  Farm  cottage  was  employed 
in  milking  cows,  and  I  gave  him  instructions  not  to  do  so,  and  not  to 
go  anywhere  near  the  dairy,  and  also  wrote  to  the  farmer  who 
employed  him  telling  him  of  the  seriousness  of  the  case  if  he  did  so. 

Another  case  was  notified  next  day  (17th  September)  at  a  small 
farm  at  Bar  Hill,  and  this  case  was  also  sent  to  Hospital.  I  went  to 
Bar  Hill  the  same  day  and  interviewed  the  wife  of  the  tenant,  the 
farmer  himself  being  out.  I  found  that  there  was  only  one  cow, 
which  was  suckling  a  calf. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  came  to  my  surgery  on  the  18th,  and 
brought  me  three  notifications,  all  of  which  cases  occurred  at  the 
Station  Cottages,  Madeley,  in  the  same  house  and  in  the  same  family, 
one  of  them  being  a  woman  of  37  years.  The  father  of  the  children 
was  a  workman  on  the  London  and  North  Western  Railway.  As 
there  was  plenty  of  room  the  two  children  and  the  woman  were  treated 
at  home. 
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When  I  was  in  Madeley  I  saw  and  inspected  several  children  who 
had  complained  of  sore  throats,  but  in  none  of  them  was  there  any 
sign  of  Diphtheria. 

When  I  was  inspecting  the  first  cases  notified  to  me  at  the 
Station  Cottages  and  talking  to  one  of  the  patients,  I  elicited  the  fact 
that  one  child  had  been  ill  and  going  to  school,  but  no  doctor  had 
been  called  in  until  his  little  brother  was  taken  ill,  and  the  doctor 
then  found  that  he  had  been  and  was  suffering  from  Diphtheria.  I 
also  found  that  all,  or  nearly  all  the  previous  children  were  in  the 
same  class.  I  also  saw  the  doctor  in  attendance  on  the  case  that  had 
been  notified  to  me,  and  I  came  to  the  conclusion  that  the  Madeley 
Schools  had  better  be  closed  to  prevent  the  further  spread  o‘  the 
disease. 

I  went  over  to  Madeley  on  the  20th  September,  and  meeting  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  we  interviewed  the  Head  Teacher,  and  arranged  for 
the  closure  to  be  for  three  weeks.  I  also  wrote  to  him  recommending 
the  Managers  to  close  for  that  period,  and  I  also  wrote  to  the  County 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  stating  what  I  had  done,  and  giving  my 
reasons. 

Two  further  cases  were  notified  to  me  on  the  Saturday,  one  being 
at  Station  Cottages,  almost  next  door  to  the  previous  cases  mentioned. 

On  the  21st  September,  five  cases  were  notified,  one  of  wffiich  was 
sent  to  Hospital  and  the  remainder  were  treated  at  home. 

From  and  including  the  22nd  September  to  19th  October  eleven 
cases  were  notified,  of  these  six  were  sent  to  Hospital  and  the  rest 
treated  at  home. 

The  fathers  of  two  of  the  children  were  farm  labourers,  and  part 
of  their  employment  was  to  milk,  cows,  etc.  I  warned  both  men  and 
stopped  them  from  going  anywhere  near  the  cows  and  the  dairy,  and 
also  wrote  to  the  different  farmers  telling  them  what  I  had  done. 

As  cases  were  continually  being  notified  to  me  I  thought  it 
advisable  to  recommend  the  Managers  to  continue  the  closing  of  the 
schools,  and  this  has  been  done  on  two  occasions. 

All  the  children  affected  were  young,  from  19  months  to  8  years  old. 

There  were  two  adults  who  had  the  disease  and  evidently  caught 
it  from  the  children. 
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Everything  was  done  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease  ;  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  -was  usually  there  at  the  time  of  the  arrival  of  the 
ambulance,  and  I  was  there  occasionally. 

The  houses  were  immediately  fumigated  after  the  removal  of  the 
patient,  and  only  in  two  cases  has  there  been  a  recurrence  of  the 
disease,  and  these  within  a  few  days,  which  shows  that  the  disease 
was  already  there  but  had  not  manifested  itself. 

After  the  schools  had  been  closed  they  were  thoroughly 
disinfected. 

When  the  epidemic  was  at  its  height  I  went  to  Madeley  every 
day,  and  usually  met  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  we  both  did  every 
thing  we  could  to  arrest  the  spread  of  the  disease. 

In  my  opinion  the  cause  of  the  epidemic  was  the  boy  from  the 
Station  Cottages,  who  had  the  disease  and  attended  school  and  so  gave 
it  to  his  classmates.  It  is  impossible  to  say  how  he  got  it. 

All  the  Station  Cottages  belong  to  the  London  and  North  Western 
Railway  Company,  and  are  inhabited  by  their  workmen.  They  obtain 
their  water  from  the  London  and  North  Western  Railway  reservoir, 
and  the  houses  are  on  the  sewer  plan. 

I  should  like  to  draw  attention  to  the  untiring  energy  of  the 
Sanitary  Inspector,  who  lives  in  the  village,  and  who  after  the  removal 
of  the  patients  would  immediately  disinfect  the  houses. 

Antitoxin,  which  is  supplied  by  the  Rural  District  Council,  was 
administered,  and  this  has  no  doubt  prevented  a  number  of  deaths, 
and  of  the  whole  number  of  cases  one  died  at  home,  a  baby  of  19 
months,  and  two  others  died  in  Hospital. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  used  to  telephone  and  telegraph  the  cases 
to  me  before  I  received  the  notification,  so  we  were  able  to  deal  with 
the  cases  at  once  and  without  delay. 

Owing  to  two  cases  occurring  in  Betley  the  schools  were  closed 
for  14  days,  and  no  other  case  was  notified. 

There  was  one  case  on  the  Church  Bank,  Keele,  and  this  was  sent 
to  Hospital.  The  class  at  school  in  which  the  child  was,  and  all 
known  contacts  were  prevented  from  attending  school,  and  no  other 
other  case  occurred. 
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Tlie  last  two  cases  notified  were  on  the  18th  and  27tli  December, 
and  both  cases  were  treated  at  home,  as  just  previously  they  had 
suffered  from  Measles. 

Cerebro-Spinal  Fever  and  Acute  Poliomyelitis  were  made  notifiable 
on  1st  June,  1912,  but  no  cases  have  been  reported  during  the 
year  1913. 

All  the  Infectious  cases  notified  in  the  District  were  inspected 
and  disinfectants  supplied,  and  the  houses  were  disinfected  immedi¬ 
ately  the  patients  had  been  removed  to  Hospital,  generally  the  same 
day.  If  the  patient  had  been  treated  at  home,  the  house  was 
disinfected  when  the  patient  had  recovered. 

During  the  year  the  following  Schools  were  closed  : — 

Madeley  Mixed  and  Infants’  Schools,  from  22nd  September  to 
2Gth  October;  Madeley  and  Leycett  Schools,  from  7th  October  to 
27th  October;  Betley  School,  from  21st  November  until  after 
Christmas  holidays  ;  and  Madeley  Heath  School,  from  28th  November 
until  after  Christmas  holidays. 

To  prevent  the  spread  of  Diphtheria  at  Keele,  where  one  case 
occurred,  the  school  class  in  which  was  the  brother  of  the  patient  was 
closed  for  14  days  from  1st  November. 

FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOPS  ACT,  1901. 

Inspections  have  been  made  periodically  of  the  several  Workshops 
in  the  District  during  the  past  year,  which  are  comprised  of  Bake¬ 
houses,  Wheelwrights,  Tailors,  Blacksmiths,  etc. 

The  Bakehouses  were  found,  with  one  exception,  to  be  kept  in  a 
state  of  cleanliness.  In  this  case  attention  was  called  by  the  Factory 
Inspector,  and  notice  was  served  forthwith  at  the  instruction  of  the 
Local  Authority,  and  complied  with. 

In  the  other  class  of  Workshops  it  was  found  necessary  to  serve 
notices  in  two  instances  respecting  the  unsatisfactory  condition  of  the 
sanitary  conveniences. 
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The  Factory  in  the  District  has  been  visited  several  times  during 
the  year,  and  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  it  is  kept  in  a  state  of 
cleanliness.

SANITARY  WORK. 

During  the  year  1913  much  work  has  been  done  in  the  District 
to  improve  and  retain  it  in  a  sanitary  condition. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  few  complaints  have  been  received 
during  the  year  from  the  residents  respecting  defective  sanitation  ; 
although,  as  you  will  observe  from  the  appended  report  of  the 
Sanitary  Inspector,  numerous  defects  have  been  observed  by  him  from 
time  to  time,  and  dealt  with  in  the  usual  manner 

We  have,  during  the  past  year,  been  unfortunate  as  regards 
Infectious  Diseases,  having  experienced  an  epidemic  of  Diphtheria  in 
one  Parish  which  contains  half  the  population  of  the  Rural  District. 
Happily  the  epidemic  was  only  responsible  for  one  death.  The 
majority  of  the  cases  were  removed  to  Hospital  expeditiously  and  the 
houses  disinfected.  Fortunately  the  Sanitary  Inspector  resides  in  this 
Parish  and  was  continually  on  the  spot  to  deal  with  the  cases  as  they 
were  reported.  In  the  Parish  referred  to  we  have  a  public  water 
supply,  public  sewTer,  and  in  addition  a  system  of  scavenging  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

During  the  year  numerous  privies  and  privy  middens  have  been 
abolished  and  water-closets  substituted,  and  in  several  instances  house 
drains  have  been  reconstructed. 

Periodical  visits  have  been  made  to  the  several  Slaughter-houses 
in  the  District  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  a  standard  of  clean¬ 
liness,  irrespective  of  weekly  visits  made  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  for 
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the  purpose  of  meat  inspection.  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  no 
seizures  of  meat  have  been  made  during  the  year,  nor  any  carcases 
surrendered. 

The  cottages  referred  to  in  my  last  report  as  in  course  of  erection, 
six  then  being  almost  ready  for  occupation,  are  all  being  equipped 
with  water-closets  and  flushing  cisterns. 

Numerous  inspections  have  been  made  of  the  Dairies  and  Cow¬ 
sheds  in  the  District,  and  in  several  instances  the  latter  are  being 
provided  with  improved  lighting,  ventilation,  and  air  space,  in 
consequence  of  notices  served. 

Inspections  have  been  made  of  upwards  of  one  hundred  houses 
under  the  Housing  Act  of  1909,  and  notices  served  on  the  owners  of 
49  houses  where  defects  were  found,  mainly  insufficient  light  and 
ventilation,  in  consequence  of  small  windows  not  made  to  open. 

In  16  instances  the  old  windows  have  been  taken  out  and  new 
windows  fixed,  giving  more  light  and  providing  ventilation  ;  in  other 
cases  the  work  is  in  progress  and  will  be  completed  in  due  course.
